Re- 
ports were that Meyer had obtained 
unsecured loans totaling $400,000 from 
various banks that were subject to his 
examination. The statement given out. 
by Mr. Reynolds is as follows: 

“The Chicago Clearing House asso- 
ciation discovered that Mr. Meyer, its 
chief examiner, had borrowed money 
for his own account from affiliated 
banks, The ethics of such practices 
are wrong and contrary to the spirit 
of the association. The clearing house 
committee therefore promptly declared 
Mr. Meyer’s. services terminated.” - 


His Successor Named. 
Howard W. Sims, chief federal] ex- 
aminer of national banks, has been 
named to succeed Mr. Meyer, whose 
service, it was stated, ended on July 
30. Mr. Sims will take over the posi- 
tion on Aug. 15.

One 
state bank is said to hold $125,000 of 
the paper and a national bank, $150,- 
000. One loan of $20,000 was secured 
from a loop bank.

There 
have been rumblings of discontent as 
to his attitude in this, which in Cal- 
ifornia is translated into the Boulder 
dam issue. 

Senator Hiram Johnson is complicat- 
ing the Hoover situation in this state 
with his speeches on this subject, 
which he is making the whole issue 
of his fight for reélection. He 
warned Mr. Hoover when he was here 
two weeks ago what he was going to 
do and at the same time declared he 
would support Mr. Hoover’s candidacy. 

Now Senator Johnson is saying in 
his speeches:

Challenge to Hoover. 


This is taken by Mr. Hoover's 
friends as a direct challenge to the 
candidate to come out on this ques- 
tion in his speech.

[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 3.—[Spe- 
ciaL]—With the Ngvember elections 
still three months in the future, all 
existing records for the use—or abuse 


—of the congressional franking priv- 
ilege as a means of disseminating 
political propaganda at the taxpayers’ 
expense have been broken. 

Since the adjournment of congress 
last May house memberg.glone have 
dumped an average of five tons per 
day of free mail matter into the local 
postoffice, and by the time the cam- 
paign reaches its height ~ postal offi- 
cials expect to handle about sixty, 
tons a day from the house office build- 
ing.

Cleaver, also called

Judge Denies New Trial. 
Cleaver was calm as Judge Wilker- 
s0n overruled a motion for a new trial 


and imposed sentences totaling 82 
years and a $10,000 fine for the seven 
counts upon which a jury had found 
him guilty Wednesday. The sentences 
will run concurrently and the longest 
one is for 25 years giving Cleaver his 
freedom at the age of 79 unless 
paroled. 

Despite the action of the govern- 
ment in hastily removing Cleaver to 
Atlanta, he did not give up hope of 
eventually gaining his freedom. Judge 
Wilkerson said he would entertain a 
motion to vacate the judgment and 
hear that motion argued in September. 
Cleaver’s attorney, Joseph P. Power, 
at that time is expected to produce 
new evidence tending to clear his 
client of the federal charges. The 
appeal bond was set at $230,000. 

Wharton’s Plea Still Pending. 

Attorney Charles S. Wharton, for- 
mer congressman and assistant state’s 
attorney, who was found guilty with 
Cleaver on a conspiracy charge, was 
not in the courtroom. He remains 
free under bond until the court dis- 
poses of his motion for a new trial 
on Sept. 17. Facing a possible sen- 
tence of two years and a $10,000 fine, 
Wharton has declared his intention of 
carrying his case to thé United States 
Supreme court, if necessary, to obtain, 


his freedom and exoneration.

July—S-icked him; scratched car fen- 
ders with knife; slammed car door on 
his head; twiee beat him with pillows, 
breaking his glasses; struck him in fore- 
head with lamp tray; threw sand and 
coffee grounds on car; filled car with 
dirt; agafm scratched,.car with knife; 
slammed doors in house while he was 
trying to sleep.

Continuing, the diary relates almost 
daily grievances and reaches the mid- 
die of September with a statement 
that on Sept. 13, 14, 15, 16, and from 
Sept. 24 to Oct. 9, Mr. Winkler found 
his bed taken apart when he went to 
retire at night. On Feb. 2, 3, 4. and 
5, his wife’s pet dog spent the day 
in the husband’s room, it is charged. 

On Feb. 8, 9, 10, and 12, the bed- 
clothes were soaked with water. On 
March 9 the dog was in Mr. Winkler’s 
bed.

IN NOTE ON CHINA 


Urges Bishops to Aid 
Nationalists.

ROME, Aug. 3.—A profound stir was 


‘caused in the chancellories of Europe 


tonight, still searching for a policy for 
a solid front toward the Nanking gov- 
ernment, when the Vatican state de- 
partment made public a cabled mes- 
sage to bishops in China, in which 
the Roman Catholic church indorses, 
and practically urges, recognition of 


the Chinese Nationalist government. 
The new Vatican document takes 
the form of a message from Pope Pius 
XI. to Msgr. Celzo Costantini, papal 
delegate to China, in which the papal 
representative is asked to communi- 
cate to all the bishops and Catholics 
in China, and through them to the 
“very noble Chinese people.” 


Wants Durable Peace. 

The pope’s message says: 
“The holy father, who has followed 
with lively interest the course of 
events in China, and who has been 
the first to treat China not only on 
a footing of equality but with an at- 
titude of real and very special sympa- 
thy by himself consecrating at St. 
Peter’s in Rome the first Chinese 
bishops, is very pleased, and thanks 
God for the end of the civil war, and 
expresses the wish that a durable 
peace will be established for China, 
both at home and abroad—a peace 
based on the principles of charity and 
justice. 

Missions to Aid Country. 
“The holy father wishes the, Cath- 
olic missions to give their contribu- 
tion to the peace, prosperity, and 
progress of China. According to what 
he wrote in his letter of June 15, 
1926, addressed to the bishops in 
China, he now repeats that the Cath- 
Olic church professes, teaches, and 
preaches ect and obedience to au- 
thorities' légally constituted, and that 
same church asks for its missionaries 
and faithful the freedom and assur- 
ance of common right. 
“His holiness recommends for the 
same bishops, as an integral part of 
their work of evangelization, to or- 
ganize and develop Catholic enterprise

I've always known that no butter 
was so rare as yellow June putter. 


all until yesterday, I took a short 
course, which lasted less than an hour, 
under Dr. C. W. Larson, director of 
the national dairy council, and he got 
me straightened out. 

It seems scientists have learned that 
abqyt vitamins—the 
mysterious invisible things found in 
such foods ‘as butter, milk and meat— 
really goes back to crops grown on the 
farm. Vitamins get their start in 
plants. Contented cows that graze on 
clover and alfalfa, plants highly 
charged with vitamins, produce cream 
rich in vitamins and consequently the 
butter made from such cream is alive 
with vitamins. 

June Butter in January. 


Under modern methods of feeding/ 


dairy cows, farmers are learning how 
to cure alfalfa and clover hay so they 
can produce January butter that is 
so rich and yellow and vitaminish that 
it rivals golden June butter. To sup- 
port that idea Dr. Larson quoted this 
sentence from Dr. R, Adams Dutch- 
er’s report of experiments made at 
the Pennsylvania state college: ‘It 
was concluded that the amounts of 
vitamin A and B in milk are directly 
dependent on the vitamin content of 
the dairy ration and that stall-fed 
cows will produce a vitamin-rich milk 
if fed the proper combination of grain, 
silage, and legume hay.”

Every one who had two of his five 
senses—namely sight and hearing— 
knows that there was a book not many 
years ago cal “The Sheik,” and 
that it not only gave hundreds of 
thousands of manicurists and dish- 
lavers and assorted gentry the time 
of their lives, but it hatched a very 
useful word in the American language. 
The more literate of those hundreds 
of thousands remember that some one 
by the name of E. M. Hull wrote it, 
although there were probably a great 
many more who thought Rudolph 
Valentino did. 

It was E. M. Hull, ‘an English- 
woman, and instead of retiring and 
buying Windsor castle with the royal- 
ties. she has gone on writing, and now 
“The Lion Tamer” arrives, a story of 
love in the circus. Unlike the girl 
in “He Who Gets Slapped,” who kept 
moaning around the stage, “ How can 
I make my red lion LOVE me?” this 
lion tamer has no trouble. He even 
made ‘em love him so much that one 
ot them—a lady lion, presumably a 
better man that he was, gordon gin, 
gave him a pretty slap that put him 
in the hospital for two months be- 
cause he was groggy and thus saved 
him for a life of beautiful Self-sacri- 
fice. 

All that happened before the book 
starts. The life of beautiful ‘self-sac- 
rifice has begun when the tale opens, 
But do not misunderstand me, my 
friends. Our little Rolle is no one to 
take an insult lying down, especially 
when it’s directed toward some one 
whom he, with great originality, calls 
“ Kiddy.”” Not only does he send 
“ Kiddy’s” father to the hospital, but 
he does a thorough job of mopping 
up the circus, and marries “ Kiddy.” 

But, dear reader, you mistake me 
if you think that things are as they 
should be between the ‘bride and 
groom. After of the

It was settled 
when Weisbrod, who had never worked 
a day in the textile industry, with-

owners desired his elimination so they 
could force an inequitable settlement 
on the workers, who were for the 
most part ignorant of English. 

Denies Red Hand at Kenosha. 

Striking textile workers in Kenosha 
are mostly high school graduates and 
some are college men. Their pay 
averaged between $65 and $75 per 
week; a few $80 and one or two $4,000

GOVERNMENT TO~ 
WIN IN PANAMA; 
OPPOSITION QUITS 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 
PANAMA CITY, Aug. 3.—Panama’s 
presidential election Sunday will mean 
a government victory, with Florencia 
Harmodio Arosemena the winner. The 
opposition leader, former President 
Porras, issued a proclamation this 
evening requesting supporters to with- 
draw and not to vote. His candidate, 
Jorge Boyd, is in Washington, 

The proclamation of ex-President 
Porras says: ‘“ Lack of security ac- 
counts for the systematic outrages 
against Dr. Boyd’s supporters. There 
is also lack of voting certificates, 
which are monopolized by the govern- 
ment, intimidation of Dr. Boyd’s sup- 
porters by officials, imprisonment of 
upposition leaders, a plurality of vot- 
ing certificates given government sup- 
porters, government armed forces 
throughout the republic terrifying 
peasants, and use of public funds in 
electoral propaganda.” 

The opposition claims the govern- 
ment controls the courts, preven 
fair treatment for opposition su - 
ers.

of Fuel Found: 
in Television 


Transmutes Sunshine Into 
Electrical Energy. 


The invention of television has 
answered the question of what fuel 
will replace coal when the world’s de- 
posits of that mineral are exhausted, 
according to Dean Gerald Wendt of 
the chemistry department of Penn- 
sylvania State college, who is one of 
the speakers on the program of the 
Institute of Chemistry of the American 
‘Chetnical society at Northwestern uni- 
versity. 

The secret of television, he declared, 
is the secret of .transmuting sunshine 
into eléctrical energy and in the de- 
velopment of that process rests the 
assurance that future generations wi!l 
not find themselves without heat or 
light when the last lump of coal is 


Television,” 
pends upon light 
through a camera falling on an elec- 
tric cell instead of on a photographic 
plate. The rapid development of the 
photoelectric cell gives great promise 
that sunshine may be immediately 
transmitted into electrical energy 
cheaply, and on a large scale.” . 

Science, too, points the way to the 
‘production ‘of /coal derivatives—alco- 
hol, dyestuffs and foodstuffe—when 
there is no more coal, asserted Dr. 
Wendt. These sudstances may be had 
by treatment of limestone, by means 
of which coke is produced. From the 
coke the oc derivatives may be 
formed, he said. 
Although the coke thus produced 
may be used for fuel, Dean Wendt 
|pointed out that as much energy is 
required for its formation as the coke 
will give out in combustion. It is first 
necessary use the sunshine-elec 
tricity energy to break up the lime- 
stone into its component parts and 
that energy is more desirable for fuel 
use than that of coke. 


Thomas J. Midgley Jr. of Dayton, 
Ohio, inventor of ethyl gas, who has 
been attenfpting for two years to per- 
fect on a practical] scale 
the production of synthetic rubber, 
told the members of the institute that 
his experiment has been a fallure and 
that all similar experiments are likely 
to end in failure.

SARAJEVO, Aug. 3->—-We cross” a 
small river on @ barge which is sus- 
pended along.a cable and propelled 
from one side to the other by the cur- 
rent. 

This is the River Drina which .sep- 
arates old Serbia. from Bosnia. We 
are less than a hundred miles from 
Belgrade. 

This is a new country. Bven the 
topography has changed. The country 
is hilly, more wooded, the ground is 
more carefully worked, there .are 
shade trees along the route. The 
roads show they have been originally 
well built and even now are veritable 
billiard tables in comparison to what 
we just went through. es 
The sy more neatly at- 
tired, their homes better kept up. They 
speak Gernian. They are happier, 
more cheerful, than their neighbors 
across the river. 
a smile, not with the hard, sullen, re- 
sentful look which had made us dread 
the prospects of being forced to spen 
the night in old Serbia. ” 

It is quite clear we have entered a 
new, less primitive civilidation.. We 
discover that the higher devel civ- 
flization is due to the administrative 
and cultural influences of an empire 
which, before the war, we were told, 
was harsh, cruel, corrupt, selfish, im- 
perialistic, oppressive and undémo- 
cratic. , 

Up te the river our trip had been a 
hardship. The going hard, the scen- 
ery drab, the people cheerless. But 
our trip now begins to take on some 
of the pleasures of touring.

They 
take them out and throw them in our 
car.

We pass through a city beautifully 
situated on the side of a hill. It is 
protected by a high stone wall, Great 
bastions overlook the surrounding 
country. The road passes through a 
tunnel in the wall. A medieval! castle 
on the hill dominates the view, Every- 
thing seems fresh. There is no odor of 
ruins. The road enters a tunnel in 
the wall. We. come into a medieval! 
city. It is neat, clean, well kept.up. 
The houses are well built of stone. 
There are mosques. 

The population gives color té the 
view.

Too many Swedish cmployers, Mr. 
Hagsson told me, still believe in low 
wages, although in Stockholm and 
sofme other Swedish cities labor by 
thorough organization has managed to} 
force wages;almost to American levels. 
For instante, building workmen in 
Stockholm are earning $5 to $6 a day 
in the building season, while miners 
in the center of the country are earn- 
ing equal amounts. The miners in the 
north, however, have been on strike 
since January to secure an advance in 
the average wage of $1.50 to $3 daily. 
The paper strike which began in 
January and was settled last Easter, 
also was an effort to force up the low 
wages. 

One of the chief evils in Sweden 
today, Mr. Hansson said, is the un- 
employment, which is quite high. Out 
of a total population of 6,000,000 the 
registered unemployed number 60,000. 
The total number probably is larger. 
These men areprovided for by poor 
relief and road and public improve- 
ment work. Both methods, Mr. Hans- 
son stated, are bad, because they spoil 
skilled workmen for their own trades. 

If the Hansson party wins in the 
election one of its first acts will be to 
pass an unemployment insurance law 
on the English model. 

Unemployment Our Fault. 

The chief cause of unemployment, 
Mr. Hansson says, is not bad trade, 
for on the whole Swedish trade is 
rather good, but due to the American 
immigration policy. In the years after 
the war to 1920 and 1921, 25,000 
Swedes emigrated annually to the 
United States. Now the number is
